The Scene During His New York Oration Described 
- Brilifant Contrasts Between Victory end 
Defeat—The General Verdict of Approval 
—Those Present~What was Said. 


New YorK, December 23, 1856.—[Special 
Correspondence.}]—Both press and public em- 
phasize this morning the triumph won by Mr. 
Grady at the New England banquet last night. 
The Sun compliments it in the highest terms in

‘Talmage'’s speech was funny, and, really, it is a 
great cift to make men laugh without asking why. 
General Sherman’s speech was crowded with rem 
jniscen 
it is welithat the New England society and the 
country should not forget why General Sherman is 
a hero and a popular idol. But the speech of the 
eveuing was Mr. Henry W. Grady’s upon the new 
South. Tt waseloquent. It swept the whole range 
ofemotion, of sentiment, and of patriotism. It 
was an “American” speech ina sense that those 
magnetic statesmen who boast of being American 
io their finger tips can never equal though they 
have the days of Methusaleh. In all its fourscere 
vears the society of Plymouth Rock worshippers 
never hefrd aspeech that was better worth its 
while to hear and think about. 

In its news columns the Times says: “No 
speech on any recent occasion has aroused such 
enthusiasm in this city—and it aroused beund- 
less enthusiasm, bringing every man in the 
room to his feet with waving handkerchief 
and sonorous cheers.” 

The Evening Post, the most scholarly of our 
papers. says in its leading editorial: 

The fcature of the New England society's dinner 
on Forefathers’ night was the speech of Mr. Henry 
W. Grady, of Atlanta, Ga., on “‘The New South.’’ 
Jt wasin every way a most notable address—full 
of an eloquence which ‘stands the severe test of 
perusal in print the following morning; lightened 
by a humor which is well sampled in the delicious 
nllusion to General Sherman asone ‘‘who is consid- 
ered an able man in our parts, though some people 
think he is a kind of a careless man about fire;”’ in- 
stinet with a patriotic spirit which stirs the blood 
of the reader infused with the vital qualities of 
that cratory that touches the heart because there 
is sincere feeling behind the speaker’s words. It 
was the perfect expression of what has hitherto 
never been adequately sct forth by any southera 
gnan or fully understood/by the north. 

These cditorial extracts from three of our 
ablest and representative papers, carrying the 
superlative of praise, might be amplified to a 
column, but suffice it to show the current of 
press criticism. It is notable that nota single 
paper in the city hada word of dissent or crit- 
cism. Iltisdonbtful if such unanimous ap- 
proval wasever accorded a speech delivered im 
ihe city before. In the news reports Mr.¢ire 
dy’s speech is made the featwre; in many paper 
the other speakers being merely alluded to. 
While none of the reports are full or verbatim 
they «a:c wonderfully good considering that 
the speech owas not delivered until 
midnight, ang@ the speaker was not accessible to 
ihe repcerters for suggestion or correction. Mr. 
Grady will have the official stenographic report 
submitted for revision before it is envolumed. 

Among the scores of dispatches and letters of 
congratulation which reached Mr. Grady today, 
the first he opened was this:

He appreciated deeply this generous message, 
coming from one with whom he had so often 
been in political opposition. Mr. Algernon S8. 
Sullivan, president of the Southern society of 
New York, sent an eloquent letter of thanks in 
behalf of that society, of which Mr. Grady was 
mace the first honorary member. The speech 
is the topic of the day in New York and re- 
ceives from all classes the unstinted applause 
it won in delivery, and the superlative praise 
jt Las from the press. 

BEFORE THE AUDIENCE. 

Mr. Grady will not print the speech in THE 
CONSTITUTION until he has secured a full and 
accurate copy, but I select a few extracts, from 
what appear to be the best reports, that your 
readers may get some idea of it and its recep- 
tion. To begin with the clean, shaved boyish 
looking face of the speaker, conspicuous among 
ihe grizzled faces of the yeterans on the plat- 
form, bespoke the sympathy of the audience, 
as instantly the crowd arose and added a sec- 
ond and heartier round of cheers to the formal 
greeting with which his name was 
yeceived. It wasa trying moment. Gen- 
eral Sherman had just taken his seat 
amid wild applause, and the band had just fin- 
ished playing “Marching Through Georgia,” 
the audience accompanying with ringing song, 
and refraining when the young Georgian arose 
to address the audience of strangers and late 
encimies. He was pale from excitement, and 
without addressing President, Russell, leaned 
forward. and in a clear, otk e, delivered 
ihese words: 

“There was a south of slavery and secession—that 
‘dead. There ts asouth of union and free- 
that south, thank God, is living, breathing, 

every hour.” These words, delivered 

immortal lips of Benjamin H. Hill, at 
Tammany Hall, in 1866, true then and truer now, I 
Bhall make my text tonight.

THE PURITAN AND THE CAVALIER. 
The speaker then gave a mamentt, to cotisid- 
eration of the Paritan arta er er ag follows : 
Pardon me oye. spoken for 
the sole purpdse o 1es that go 
out annually freighted with rahe ae eloquence of 
your speakers—the fact that the Cavalier as well as 
the Puritan was on the continentin its early days, 


(Laughter.] I have read your books carefully and 
I find no mention of that fact, which seems to me 
an important one for preserving a sort of historical 
equilibrium if for nothing else, 

But having incorporated the Cavalier as a fact 
in your charming little books I shall let him werk 
out bis own ealvation, as he has always done with 
engaging gallantry, and we will hold no contro- 
versy as to his merits. Why should we? Neither 
Puritan or Cavalier long survived as such. The vir- 
tues and traditions of both happily still live for the 
inspiration of their sons and the saving of the old 
fashion. [Applause. ] But both Puritan and Cay- 
alier were lost in the storm of the first revolution, 
and the American citizen, supplanting both and 
stronger than either, took possession of the repub- 
lic bought by their common blood and fashioned to 
wisdom, and charged himself with teaching men 
government and establishing the voice of the peo 
ple as the voice of God. [Applause] 

My friend, Dr. Talmage has told you that the 
ty pical American has yet tocome. Let me tell you 
that he has already come—a pause.—Great types 
like valuable plants are slow to flower and frnit. 
But from the union of these colonist, Purigans and 
Cavaliers, from the straightening of their purposes 
and the crossing of their blood, slow perfecting 
through a century, came he who stands, as the first 
typical American, the first who comprehended 
within himself all the strength and gentleness, all 
the majesty and grace of this republic ~ Abraham 
Lincoln. [Loud and long continued applause.}] He 
was the sum of Puritan and Cavalier, for in his ar- 
dent nature were fused the virtues of both, and in 
the depths of his great soul the faults of both were 
lost. [Renewed applause.}] He was greater than 
Puritan, greater than Cavalier,in that he was Ameri- 
can {renewed applause|—and that in his homely 
form were first gathered the yastand thrilling forces 
of his ideal gov ernment—charging it with such tre- 
mendous meaning andso elevatingit above human 
suffering that martyrdom, though infamously 
aimed, came as a fitting crown to a life consecrated 
from the cradle to human liberty. [Loud and pro- 
longed cheering.}] Let us, each cherishing the tradi- 
tions and honoring his fathers, build with reverent 
bands to the type of this simple but sublime life, 
in whieh all types are honored, and in our com- 
mcn glory as Americans there will be plenty and 
to spare foryour forefathers and for mine. [Re- 
newed cheering. | 

THE NEW SOUTH. 

In these few moments of introduction, Mr. 
Grady had completely captured his audience. 
Be had them smiling, laughing, checri Pr 


thrilling as they sat breathless, or on their feet | 


roaring with applause. He then 
addressed himself to his subject, “The New 
South,” hastening to it, he said, “lest it should 
grow old before he got there.” On this point 
he said: 

In speaking to the toast with which you have 
honored me, I accept the term, “The New 
South,’ as in no sense disparagingtotheold. Dear 
to me, sir, is the home of my childhood and the 
traditions of my people. I would not, if I could, 
dim the glory they won in peace and war, or by 
word or deed take aught from the splendor and 
grace of their civilization—never equalled and, 
perhaps, never to be equalled in its chivalric 
strength and grace. There is a new south, not 
through protest against the old, but because of new 
conditions, néw adjustments and, if you please, 
new ideas and aspirations. It is tothisthatI ad- 
dress myself. 

Letmeremind you that the Virginia cavalier 
first challenged France on this continent—that 
cavalier John Smith, gave New England its very 
name, and was so pleased with the job that he has 
been handing his own name around ever since— 
and. that while Miles Stamdish was cutting off 
men’s ears for courting a girl without her parent's 
consent, and forbade mento kiss their wives on 
Sunday, the cavalier was courting everything in 
sight, and that the Almighty had _ vouch- 
safed great increase'to the cavalier colonies, the 
huts in the wilderness being as full as the nests in 
the woods. 

A CONTRAST WITH TALMADGE. 

Then came the most dramatic part of the 
speech. Dr. Talmage, who spoke first, closed 
his speech with a dramatic picture of the re: 
view of Sherman’s army in Washington after 
the war had closed. I quote his words, that 
the full situation may be understood. Dr. Tal. 
mage said: 

But of all the past, and of allthe present, and of 
all the future, nothing will ever be- witnessed 
equal to the scene which blazed before my eyes the 
first time I saw General Sherman. It-was the great- 
est day Lleversaw. The like was never witnessed 
in this world, and never will be again. It wasthe 
day when the armiescame back from the south 
and marched inreview before the president at 
Washington. God knew that the day was stupen- 
dous, and He cleared the heavens of clouds and 
mistand chill,and strungthe blue sky as a tri- 
umphal arch forthe returning warriors to pass 
under. From Arlington Heights the spring foliage 
shook outits welcome asthe hosts came over the 
hills, andthe sparkling waters of the Potomac 
tossed their gold to greet the battalionsas they came 
over the Long Bridge in almost interminable lines. 
The capitol never seemed so majestic as 
that morning, snowy white, looking upon the tide 
of men that came surging down, billow after bil- 
low, passing in silence; yet 1 heard in every step 
those conflicts through.which they had waded, and 
seemed to see dripping from their rmoky flags the 
blood of our country’s martyrs, 

For the best part of two days we stood and watch- 
ed the filing onof the same endless battalions; 
brigade after brigade; division after division; host 
after host: ever moving, ever passing: marching, 
marching. Tramp, tramp, tramp! Thousands 
after thousands. Battery front! Armsshouldered ! 
Columns solid! Shoulder to shoulfter' Wheel to 
wheel! Charger to charger! Nostril to nostril 
Commanders on horses, with their reins entwined 
with TOSS, their necks enchaimed 
with garlands—hundreds of thousands of heroes 
marchingon! Huzza! Huzza! Shall | ever for- 
get the day? 

THE RETURNING CONFEDERATE. 

Stupendous cheering greeted this pic- 
ture. As the cheering subsided, General 
Sherman was introduced and_ received 
with three times three and and a tiger. Re- 
fering to this episode, Mr, Grady, after a pause, 
in which he seemed to be considering what he 
should say, lifted his head and said: 

“Dr. Talmage has drawn for you, with « master’s 
band the picture of your returning armies. He 
has told you how in the pomp and circumstance of 
war, they came back to you, marching with proud 
and victorious tread, reading their glory in a na- 
tion's eyes! Will you bear with me while I tell you 
of another army that sought its home at the close 
of the late war—an army that marched home in 
defeat and not in victory—in pathos 
and not in splendor, but in glory 
that equaled yours, and to hearts as 
loving as ever welcomed heroes home, Let me pice 
ture to you the footsere confederate waidies, as

buttoning up in his faded gray jacket the parole 
which was to bear testimony to his children of his 
fidelity and faith, turned his face southward from 
Appomatox in April, 1865, Think of him as ragged, 

half starved, heavy-hearted, enfeebled by want and 
wounds; having fought to exhaustion, he surren- 

ders his gun, wrings the hands of his comrades in 
silence, and lifting his tear-stained and pallid face 
for: the last time to the graves that 
dot the old yrs oo pulls his 
gray cap over. and begins 
the slow and painful journéper rhe doer he find— 
let me ask you, who went to homes eager to find, 
in the welcome you had justly earned, full payment 


for four years’ sacrifice ?—what does he find when, , 


having followed the battle-stained cross against 
overwhelming odds, dreading death not half so 
much as surrender, he reaches the home he. left 50° 
prosptrous and beautiful? He § finds his 
house ruins, his farm ~devasta- 
ted, bis slaves “free, his stock killed, ~ his 
barns empty, his trade destroyed, his money worth- 
less, his social system, feudal in its magnificence,

of a status for the vast body of his liberated slaves. 
FROM APRIL TO JUNE, 
What does he do—this hero in gray with a 


heart of gold? Boes he sit down in sullenness 


and despair? Not for a day. Surely God, who 
had stripped himvof his prosperity, inspired him 
in his sdversity. As ruin was never before so 
overwhelming. never was restoration swifter. The 
soldier stepped from the trenches into the furrow; 
horses that had charged federal guns marched be- 
fore the plow, and fields that ran red with human 
blood in April were green with the harvest in 
June; women reared in luxury cut up their 
dresses and made breeches for their husbands, and, 
with a patience and heroism that fit 
women always as a garment, gave their 


hands to work. There was little bitterness in all 


this. Cheerfulness, and frankness prevailed.§ ‘Bill 
Arp”’ struck the keynote when he said: ‘Well, I 
killed as many of them as they did of me, and now 
Iam going to work.”’ [Laughter and applause.) 
Or the soldier, returning home after defeat and 
roasting some corn on the roadside, who made the 
remark to his comrades: ‘‘You may leave the 
south if you wantto, but Iam going to Sanders- 
ville, kiss my wife and raisea crop, andif the 
yankees fool with me any more!. will whip ‘em 
again.’’ [Renewed applause.] I want to say 
to General Sherman—who is considered an able 
man in our parts, though some 
people think he is a kind of careless man 
about fire—that from the ashes he left us in 1864 we 
have raised a brave and beautiful city; 
that somehow or other we have caught 
the sunshine in the bricks and mortar of 
our homes and haye builded therein not one 
ignoble prejudice or memory. [Applause.] 

It is impossible to describe the scenes that 
witnessed the delivery of this. As the 
audience began to understand what the cam- 
paign was to be, that the confederate, return- 
ing to his ruined home was to stand in contrast 
with Dr. Talmage’s picture of the union armies 
return, the interest deepened, and ne * of 
“good,” “good,” encouraged the speaker. 
allusions to the gray soldiers’ heroism, provoked 
ringing cheers, and when the speaker dwelt 
on the bravery with which he took up his 
hopeless and unaccustomed work, the audience 
again arose to its feet, and three times 
three cheers were given with 
a vim that made the roof shake, 

THE WORK ACCOMPLISHED. 
speaker hurried on to 


The @ sum- 


mary of what the south had accomplished un- 


der the lead of her returned soldiers, of which 
the following is a scanty account: 

“But what isthe sum ofour work? We have found 
out thatin the general summing up the free negro 
counts more than he did as a _ slave. 
We have planted the schoolhouse on the hilltop 
and made it free to white and black. We haye 
sowed towns and cities in the place of theories and 
put business above politics. [Applause.}] We have 
challenged your spinners in Massachusetts and 
your ironmakers in Pennsylvania. We have 
learned that the %400,0€0,000 annually received 
from our cotton crop will make usrich, then the 
supplies that make it are home raised. We have 
reduced the commercial rate of interest from 21 to 
6 per cent, and are floating 4 per cent bonds. We 
have learned that one northern immigrantis worth 
fifty foreigners, and have ‘smoothed the path to 
southward, wiped out the place where Mason and 
Dixon’s line used to be, and hung our latchstring 
to you and yours. [Prolonged cheers.} We 
have «reached the point that marks per- 
fect .karmony in every household, when 
the husband confesses that the pies 
which his wife cooks are as 200d as those his moth- 
er used to bake; and we admit that the sun shines 
as brightly and the moon as softly as it did ‘‘before 
the war.’’ [Laughter.{ We have established thrift 
in city and country. We have falleuin love with 
work. We have restored comfort to homes from 
which culture and elegance never departed. We 
have let economy take root and spread among us 
as rank as the crab grass which sprung from Sher- 
man’s cavalry camps, until- we are ready to lay 
odds on the Georgia yankee as he manufactures 
relics of the battle field in a one-story shanty and 
squeezes pure olive oil out of his cotton seed, 
against any down-easter thatever swapped woo den 
nutmegs for flannel sausages in the valleys of Ver 
mont, {Loud and continuous laughter.) Above 
all, we know that we have achieved in these 

‘piping times of peace’’ a fuller independence for 
the south than that which our fathers sought to win 
in the forum by their eloquence or compel on the 
field by their swords. [Loud applause, | 

Itisarare privilege, sir, 
ever humble, in this work, Never was nobler duty 
confided to human hands than the uplifting and 
upbuildingfof the prostrate, and bleeding south, 
misguided, perhaps, but beautiful in her suffering, 
and honest, brave and generous always. [Ap- 
plause.} In the record of her social, industrial and 
political illustration we await with confidence the 
yerdict of the world. 

THE NEGRO QUESTION, 

On the subject of the negro Mr. Grady spoke 
briefly but to the point. He showed that the 
south had kept faith with the negro in the 
fullest, and his dénunciation as calumnious 
all assertions to the contrary, was received with 


the heartiest applause: 

But what of the negro? Have we solved the 
problem he presents or progressed in honor aud 
equity towards the solution? Let the record speak 
to the point. Nosection shows a more prosperous 
laboring population than the negroes of the south; 
none in fuller sympathy with the employing and 
land-owning class. He shares our schoo! fund, bas 
the fullest protection of our laws and the friend- 
ship of our people. Self-interest, as well as honor, 
demand that he should have this. Our future, our 
very existence depend upon our working out this 
problem in full and exact justice. We understand 
that when Lincoln signed the emancipation pro 
clamation, your victory was assured; for he then 
committed you to the cause of human liberty, 
against which the arms of man Cannot prevail— 
{ Applause }—while those of our statesmen who trust 
to makeslavery the corner-stone of the confederacy 
doomed us to defeat as far as they could, commit- 
ting ns to a cause that reason could not defend or 
nae sword maintain in the sight of advancing civil- 
zation. {Renewed applause. | Had Mr. Toombs 
said, which he did not say, that he would call the 
roll of his slaves at the footof Bunker Hill, he 
wontld have been foolish, for he might have known 
that whenever tlavery became entangled in war it 
must perish, and that the chattle in human flesh 
ended forever in New England when your fathers 
—notto be blamed for parting with what didn't 
pay—sold their slaves to our fathers—not to be 
praised for knowinga paying thing when they 
saw it. {Laughter.| The relations of the southern 
people with the negro are close and cordial. We 
remember with what fidelity for four years 
be guarded our defenceless women and 
children, whose husbands and fathers were 
fighting against his treedom, To bis eternal credit

The lightof a grander day is falling fair on her face. 
She is thrilling with the consciousness oi growing 
power and prosperity. As she stands upright, 
full-sta@tured and equal among the people of the 
earth, breathing the keen air and looking out upon 
the expanding horizon, she understands that her 
eman@ipation came because in the inscrutable 
wisdom of God her honest purpose was crossed 
and her brave armies were beaten. [Applause. | 

This is said in no spirit of time-serving or apology 
The south has nothing for which to apologize. She 
believes that the late struggle between the states 
was war and not rebellion, revolution and not con- 
spiracy, and that her convictions were as honest as 
yours, J should be unjust to the dauntless spirit of 
the sonth and to my own convictions if I did not 
make this plain in this presence. The 
south has nothing to take back. In my 
native town of Athens is a monument that crowns 
its central hills—a plain, white shaft.“ Deep cut 
into: shining side isa name dear to me above 


’ the panes of men, that of a brave and simple man 


who died in braye and simple faith. Not for all 
the glories of New England, from Plymouth Rock 
all the way, would I exchange the heritage he left 
mein his soldier’s death. To the foot of that shaft 
I shall send my children’s children toreverence him 
who ennobled their name with his heroic blood, 
But, sir, speaking from the shadow of that memory, 
which I honor as I do nothing else on earth, I say 
that the cause in which he suffered and for which 
he gave his life was adjudged by higher “and 
fuller wisdom than hisor mine, and I am glad that 
the omniscient God held the balance of battle in 
His Almighty hand and that human slavery was 
swept forever from American soil, the Atherican 
uhion sayed from the wreck of war. [Loud ap- 
plause.]. 

This message, Mr. Mr. President, comes to you 
from consecrated ground. Every foot of the soil 
about the city in which 1 live is as sacred as a battle 
ground of the republic. Every hill that invests it 
is hallowed to you by the blood of your brothers 
who died for your victory, and doubly hallowed to 
us by the blow of those who died hopeless, but un- 
daunted, in defeat—sacred soil to all ofus—rich with 
memories that make us purer and stronger and 
better—silent but stanch witnesses in its red deso- 
lation of the matchless valor of American hearts 
and the deathless glory of American arms—speak- 
ing an eloquent witness in its white peace and 
prosperity to the indissoluble union of American 
states and the imperishable brotherhood of the

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ABOUT CHURCHILL’S RETIREMENT 
FROM THE CABINET.

Comment of the London Press on the Situstion—Ob- 
jections to a Coalition Minisiry-The Nationai- 
ists Predict a New Gov. rument—The 
News from all Parts of Earopé. 


Loxpon, December 24.—The Times, com- 
menting on the reported reason for Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill’s resignation, viz.: That he 
he was opposed to increasing military and 
naval estimates, says the estimates are not ex- 
traordinary and only provide for the moderate 
strengthening of the naval and military con- 
dition of the empire rendered necessary by the 
outlook of foreign affairs. Conservatives in 
Ireland look upon the resignation as a serious 
blow to the ministry, while the nationalists 
think it will prove fatal to the present govern- 
ment. 

Itis expected that parliament will be pro- 
rogued until the third of February, in order to 
allow the formation of a new ministry. Mr. 
Matthews, home secretary, whose resignation 
was thought probable, says he isin perfect 
harmony with the cabinet. No member of the 
government, within or without the cabinet, 
avows adherence to Churchill. The conserva- 
tives are taking courage. Many members of 
conservative clubs are opposed toa coalition 
ministry under Lord Hariington and wanta 
purely tory cabinet. 

The St. James Gazette, reflecting on this 
spirit doubts the wisdom of making any appeal 
to Lord Hartington, and urges the conservatives 
to clogg up their ranks, throw overboard all do- 
mestic legislation for a while and go straight on 
with their toreign policy. “It will be fitting,” 
says the Gazette, “for England to act with 
vigor and promptitude in the suppression of 
crime in Ireland and leave the result to for- 
tune.” 

Supporters of Lord Churchill declare that 
when he is able to tell the true reason for his 
resignation, the disclosure will cause a sensa- 
tion throughout the country and result in his 
triumphant vindication. They say it 
will be shown he did not  op- 
pose the grant for the necessary de- 
fence of the empire, but that he refused to 
sanctien an increase of estimates unless it was 
accompanied by a reformed administration of 
the war and admiralty department. Lord 
Raxrdolph discovered while in office, say his 
friends, that the government had no control 
over the axpenditure of hundreds of thousands 
of pounds which are yearly voted for the war 
office for material that has never been provid- 
mee avd that similar abuses exist in the admi- 
talty. 

In consequences of Lord Salisbury’s request, 
Lora Hartington will remain in Rome until 
Sunday, to await letters from Lord Salisbury. 
Lord Huntington has not received an invita- 
tion yet to enter the cabinet. It is impossible 
that invitation could be sent by telegraph as 
he has no cipher that would enable him to 
translate government dispatch. He will not 
come to decision till he has received Salisbury’s 
letters. 

Lord Hartington thinks that virtually there 
has been no change in the situation since last 
autumn. He reserves his opinion as to the 
political future. “The opinion grows that Lord 
Hartington will not enter the cabinet. It has 
been virtually decided to further prorogue 
per e until the second week in February.

The Rome correspondent of the Central News 
says that Lord Hartington received news of 
Lord Randolph Churchill's resignation direct 
from Lord Salisbury, and telegraphed in reply 
that he would return to London directly if 
Lord Salisbury thought his presence necessary. 

The Daily News, referring to Lord Salis- 
bury’s overtures to Lord Hartiugton, says: 

By this act of miserable weakness and miscalled 
patriotism, Lord Salisbury acknowledges that the 
conservatives are absolutely dependent upon the 
will and pleasure of Lord Churchill. It is not 
strange that many conservatives are puzzled over 
and indignant at the feebleness of their leader, 
which must surely damage the reputation of mod- 
ern conservatism. 


GREAT LOSS OF 


LIFE. 


Two Hundred People Drowned by 
Steamers Coming In Collision. 

LisBpon, December 24.—The British iron-clad 
Sultan ran into and sunk the French steamer 
Ville De Victoria while the latter was lying at 
anchor in the Tagus. The Ville De Victoria 
had 250 personson board. Most >f her crew 
and passengers were drowned. It is also learn- 
ed that both vessels were at anchor at the time 
of the collision. The Sultan dragged her an- 
chors and drifted against the Ville De Victoria. 
The Sultan isan iron steamship, armor plated, 
and is of 9,200 tons burden. 

The Sultan’s captain admits that the collis- 
ion was due to the Sultan’s bieaking her moor- 
ings. Afterthe Sultan's collision with the 
Ville de Victoria she collided withand dam- 
aged the steamer Richmond. The Ville de 
Victoria’s crew and passengers numbered 63, of 
wnom 30 were drowned. An English lady 
who was saved lost a bag containing 600 sover- 
igns, whien she had suspended around her 
neck previous to the collision. The Minotaur 
also dragged her anchor and ran into and dam- 
aged the Monarch. *

Mr. W. R. Wilkerson, of this county, has demon- 
strated that pork raising can be,made successful in 
this country, One day last week he killed a ho, 
that weighed 677 pounds net.

This calls forth a reply from a confederate ex- 


lieutenant, who writes: 


I was.traveling on arfilroad train, and a gen- 
tleman who occupied the seat justin front of me 
got off and lefta newspaper which he had been 
reading, It was THE ATLANTA CoNsTiITUTION Of 
November the 12th. Isoon became deeply inter- 
ested in a story of the war, on the tenth page, giv- 
ing & mort thrilling account of an unknown wo- 
man of ravishing beauty murdered by unknown 
hands, during the siege of Atlanta. Believing that 
I can furnishe one link in this beau- 
tiful woman's history, If will give 


the reaflers of your paper an account of an 


occurrence of the warin which I was an uninten- 
tional actor, with the hope that it may meet the 
eyes of some one who know the history of the par- 
ties, to whom, or if they are no longer living, to 
some relative to whom I can send a ring and a pair 
of pistols which have been in my possession ever 
since the day of the incidence to follow, whieh 
have caused me many a sleepless night and day of 
sorrow and regrct. 


During the early spring of 1865, I was doing scout 
service on the Tennessee river, between Stevin- 
son and Decatur, Ala. One morning 
after an all nightseont, we stopped and went into 
camp just off the highway in the woods where we 
were screened from passers by. Not knowing our 


exact locality, we put a picket to watch the road | 


while the rest of us slept, I aroused about two 
o'clock p. m.‘and with a comrade, whom I will 
call James, started down the road to see what in- 
formation I could gather.

Captain John A. Grant’s Promotion. 


The following from the New Orleans Pira- 
yune will be read with interest. Captain Grant is 
the son of Colonel L. P. Grant, and aformer At- 
lantian, who still has many friends here.

Captain John A. Grant, so weil and favorably 
known as one of the most prominent civil engin- 
eers and railroad men in the sonth, has, itis stat- 
ed, been appointed general manager of the Texas 
and Pacific railroad, vice George Nobics, deceased.

After*the Mississippi Valley railroad was delivered 
to the owners, Captain Grant accepted the pesition 
of chief engineer of the Honduras railroad. On 
his return to the city he was a superin- 
tendent of the Calcasien Sulphur Mining company 
and subsequenfly Sbecame : chief engineer of the 
Memphis, Fort it and Birmingham railroad, 
now In progress of construction. — 

The appointment of Captain Grant as general 
manager of the Texas and Pacific railroad is an- 
other evidence of the intention of the receivers 
to make the road the best in the south, and they 
could not have secured a more competent gentle- 
man tocarry out their intentions than Captain 
Grant. 


The Shenandoah Bonds, 


New York, December 24.—Ex-Judge Charles 
L. Lamberton, counsel for the bondholders of the 
Shenandoah railroad company at Roanoke, on 
Monday obtained the report of the master who has 
been taking testimony for the past eighteen 
months, affecting pointsmade by him in behalf of 
the first mortgage bondholders. First, that the 
lien of the first mortgage covers the entire line of 
railroad and branches from Hagerstown to Roan- 
oke, Va. Second, that the first mortgage is limited 
to the certificates and outstanding bonds to the 
amount of $2,270,000, which thereby invalidates 
$1,560.000 firsts which were claimed to be held for 
the benefit of the general mortgage bonds. It was 
established by evidence, and the report of the 
master that this attempted issue of $1,560,000 bonds 
was never certified by the trustee of the first mort- 
gage and without such certification, bonds by the 
terms of the mortgage and by the face of the bonds 
are deelared to be invalidatea. -

SCENES AT THE HOME OF WOM- 
AN’'S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION. 


Twenty-three Little People Waiting for Gan'a Glaus 
~Interesting Cases—The Twine—The Dying 
Mother- The Song of the Orphans-—The 
Christmas of the Poor, Bte., Bte. 


There's a square brick house on Marietta 
street which bears, in very black paint, over 
the front door the number 147. It is the home 
of the Womans’ Christian association, one of 
the néblest among the many noble charities of 
Atlanta. Everybody in Atlanta knows the 
history of the home, and to rehearse it here 
would be merely the repetition of an oft told 
tale. It is with the inmates of the home THE 
CONSTITUTION has to do this morning. 

Yesterday afternoon, just as the clock in the 
tower on the capitol was striking three, a re- 
porter pushed open the gate at the home and 
walked up to the door.

CAPTURE OF ILLICIT DISTILLERIES. 


Movements of the Kevenue Men Among the 
Moonshiners. 


During the past few days there has been 
considerable activity among the United States dep- 
uty collectors and marshals. They have been op- 
crating vigorously against the moonshiners and 
have seized a number of stills and taken in a num- 
ber of yeteran illicit whisky distillers. Deputy 
Collector Chisolm, aided by Deputy Marshals John- 
son and McDonald, made a successful raid night 
before last on the establishment of a man whose 
name is not certainly known, in Walton county 
not far from Social Circle. The still was captured 
and all the outfit was destroyed, but the owner es- 
caped. The still was made of copper, witha Ca- 
pacity of some fifty gallons. 

Deputy Marshal Carter has just retured from 
Layonis, Franklin county, having captured Solo 
mon Gilespie and Freeman Burgess, who were 
found operating a thirty-five gallon still. The es- 
tablishment had been running forsome time. The 
prisoners were taken before the United States com- 
missioner at Gainesville. Gilespie was sent to jail 
- — of bond and Burges succeeded in giving 

rail. 

A fifty géllon copper still was seized by Reputy 
Marshal Scott and Deputy Collector Fite in Pauid- 
ing county. John Paris, its owner, was arrested 
and carried to Cartersville for examination. The 
establishment was an extensive one, thoroughly 
equipped for the contraband traffic. The outfit was 
destroyed. 

United States Deputy Marshal Grant arrested 
Nicholas Kelly, in Banks county, on the charge of 
working in an illicit distillery. The prisoner was 
committed to jail. 

Allan Parris and James Camp have been running 
a big distillery in Bartow county. The establish- 
ment was raided upon by Marshal Fite, who failed 
to apphehend the men, but he seized the whole 
outfit, which consisted of a forty gallon copper still, 
fifteen stands and fifteen hundred gallons of beer.
